and tragic, that which adds reproach or taunt to mis- 

fortune is also cruel. The friends of Job ridiculed him 
because of his misfortunes, adding cruelly to that which already 
burdened him. 


W/ HILE ANY PERVERSION of the Scriptures is harmful 





A vicious error seems to be gaining the ear of some willing per- 
sons in our day. It is the proposition that poverty is a reproach 
to God’s people; that His full will and blessing always includes 
material prosperity as well as spiritual grace. This heresy reasons

that we will prosper financially when we are in complete accord with 
Him, so that poverty is an indication of our lack of faith and our 
discord with His will. Thus the shame of faithlessness is added 
to the burden of want. The needy Christian is thereby given cen- 
sure and blame instead of concern and compassion. 


This is a cruel and frequently mercenary heresy. The first time 
I heard it, I could hardly believe it was serious; I kept feeling that 
the speaker was using satire to make an opposite point. But he 
wasn’t. He was merely justifying his own scramble for riches. 
Now I have heard the heresy from several different sources, and in 
each case but one the proponent of the theory was obviously justi- 
fying his appetite for luxury. It is evident why anyone would 
set forth such a false teaching, but its base motive makes no less 
real the terrible damage it does. 

I do not believe that all who have begun to think along this line 
are base in motive or even wittingly in error. Some have no doubt 
been influenced by the thinking of others. Some have desired to 
believe religion is a panacea or utopia in which there are no ills, 
misfortunes or poverty. But it just is not that way, neither in 
theory, practice nor according to the Scriptures. 

Let it be stated clearly and emphatically that such teaching is 
without scriptural foundation in letter or spirit and is a dangerous 
and cruel perversion of truth, reason and feeling. Admittedly Abra- 
ham was rich because of God’s blessings, and so were Isaac and 
Jacob and Joseph and Job, except for his interlude of bankruptcy. 
But was he less in God’s will while he was poor than he was while 
he was rich? His “comforters” reasoned so; and they were false 
teachers too dense to know the truth. Now that we know the whole 
story, we realize that in his destitution he was clearly in the divine will. 

The fact that these men prospered materially is no proof that all 
who are in His will shall do likewise. Look at Moses, who gave up 
riches in order to follow God, and Elijah and Elisha and most of 
the prophets of old who lived on the meager fare provided them 
by their friends. Was Elisha out of the will of God when he 
begged food from the poor widow? God answered that question 
when He performed a miracle through Elisha and increased the 
widow’s oil. It would have been just as easy for God to make 








Elisha rich through some miracle if He, places a pre- 
mium on wealth, but He did not. Need, not riches, is 
what God supplied; and that is all He has promised 
to supply us. 

Another purported proof of material prosperity is the 
use of the word prosper in some of God’s promises to 
us. Joshua 1:8 is one such portion: ' 

This book of the law shall not depart out o 
thy mouth; but thou shalt not meditate there- 
in day and night, that thou mayest observe 
to do according to all that is written therein: 
for then thou shalt make thy way prosperous, 
and then thou shalt have good success. 


This had nothing to do with material gain, but comes 
from the Hebrew root tsalach, meaning to have suc- 
cess against opposition. The same word is used in 
Isaiah 54:17, where the meaning is more obvious: 


No weapon that is formed against thee shall 
prosper; and every tongue that shall rise 
against thee in judgment thou shalt condemn. 
(This is the heritage of the servants of the 
Lord, and their righteousness is of me, saith 
the Lord. 


Other Scriptures erroneously used are equally far- 
fetched and misused. 

Even where God has promised to supply our needs, 
there is no indication of wealth or opulence. He has 
simply promised to supply our necessities: 


But my God shall supply all your need ac- 
cording to his riches in glory by Christ Jesus 
(Philippians 4:19). 

He taught us to pray for “our daily bread,” not 
wealth or abundance. 

Does the will of God make us materially rich? If so, 
then we have acclaimed as heroes those who were 
merely failures. Look at Peter and’ John whose desti- 
tution made Peter say to the lame beggar, “Silver and 
gold have I none; but such as IL have give I thee” 
(Acts 3:6). Consider Joseph and Mary, whose poverty 
caused them to offer the small sacrifice required of 
those who were poor (Luke 2:24 and Leviticus 12:8). 
Come to think of it, why did God make provision for a 
smaller offering from the poor if it is His will that 
all be rich? 

Look at Paul, who boasted to the church at Philippi: 
“I have all, and abound: I am full!” Then look at his 
fullness. This, he said, had been sent to him from the 
Philippian church by Epaphroditus (Philippians 4:18). 
It was sufficient for Paul that a church had helped 
provide his need. It seems never to have entered his 
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mind that God wanted him to be rich. He felt him- 


quently labored to help feed himself (Acts 20:34). I 





self rich even to have his necessities provided, and - | 


would be well if all could say with Paul: “I have 
coveted no man’s silver, or gold, or apparel” (Acts 
20:33). 

Then look at Jesus, the greatest failure who ever 
lived and destitute of faith and hope, if wealth be the 
proof—or even a proof—of God’s will in our lives. He 
Himself declared: “Foxes have holes, and the birds of 
the air have nests; but the Son of man hath not 
where to lay his head” (Matthew 8:20). Born to a 
poor couple, He remained poor and had not so much 
as a burial place when He was crucified. It was this 
Jesus who warned us to “take heed, and beware of 
covetousness: for a man’s life consisteth not in the 
abundance of the things which he possesseth” (Luke 
12:15). It was this same Jesus who pointed out that 
“where your treasure is, there will your heart be also” 
(Luke 12:34), and said that His followers should “rath- 
er seek .. . the kingdom of God; and all these things 
shall be added unto you” (Luke 12:31). 

That is it! We are not to seek riches. If He blesses 
us with wealth, we should be filled with gratitude 
to Him and with compassion for those who are not so 
fortunate as we are (1 John 3:17). He will add to us 
whatsoever things we need. That is His unfailing prom- 
ise. When we seek wealth we dim our Christian testi- 
mony. 

In Scripture, bushel is figurative of gain and in- 
crease; and Jesus said we are not to hide our light 
under a bushel (Matthew 5:15). 

Now if someone wishes to set his affection on earthly 
things and not on things above (see Colossians 3:1, 
2) that is a matter between him and God. If a man 
wants to ignore such divine admonition as Matthew 
6:19-21, 24-34, that is also his own affair. But when he 
seeks to make his desire for luxurious living a theory 
or a tenet or a teaching to foist upon the flock of God 
to pervert or distress or confuse them, that is an- 
other matter. 

He would do well to study carefully Psalm 73 (which 
I wish to discuss in a later editorial) and re-examine 
himself. It would be well for all of us to beware lest 
we confuse gain with godliness (1 Timothy 6:5, 6), 
for many have herein been seduced.

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Why | Like Jonah

KNOW THIS is a strange 
g title. Most of us criticize Jo- 
nah. We generally think of 
him as a backslider, one who ran 
from God, and a complainer. Some 
of these things are true but he had 
some very good qualities about him. 
You will have to admit that he was 
a pretty good preacher. Not many 
preachers get a whole town to re- 
pent. 

First, I like his conception of 
God: Jonah 4:2, “And he prayed 
unto the Lord, and said, I pray 
thee, O Lord, was not this my say- 
ing, when I was yet in my coun- 
try? Therefore I fled before unto 
Tarshish: for I knew that thou art 
a gracious God, and merciful, slow 
to anger, and of great kindness, 
and repentest thee of evil.” 
This was after his deliverance and 
after the city of Nineveh had re- 
pented. He said he knew that God 
would forgive the people if they re- 
pented and he would be considered 
a false prophet. I wish everyone 
could see God, “gracious, merciful, 
slow to anger, and of great kind- 
ness.” David saw God in this man- 
ner. Psalm 86:5, “For thou, Lord, 
art good, and ready to forgive; and 
plenteous in mercy unto all them 
that call upon thee.” 

Second, I like his preaching: 
Jonah 3:2, 3, “And preach unto it 
the preaching that I bid thee. So 
Jonah arose, and went unto Nine- 
veh, according to the word of the 
Lord.” I think every preacher in the 
world should preach the “preach- 
ing that I bid thee.” He preached 
that which God told him. He 


eo” judgment and God got 


results. Jonah believed in the mer- 
cy of God but preached judgment. 
If there were more judgment 
preaching these days I believe there 
would be more people repenting. 

I like Jonah because he was hon- 
est. He didn’t want to go to Nine- 
veh. He was like the son that Je- 
sus told about in Matthew 21:28- 
31, “But what think ye? A certain 
man had two sons; and he came to 
the first, and said, Son, go work 
to day in my vineyard. He answered 
and said, I will not: but afterward 
he repented, and went. And he 
came to the second, and said like- 
wise. And he answered and said, I 
go, sir: and went not.” It is a lot 
better to be honest than dishonest. 
Jonah did not want to go but after- 
ward repented, and went. He could 
have told himself and God that he 
was going and never got there. If 
you have missed God’s will for you, 
repent and start over. 

I like Jonah because he was no 
hobo. He paid his fare (Jonah 1:3). 
He was not trying to get through 
life at the expense of someone else. 
I like to see people who are willing 
to pay their fare. Some folks like 
to go to a church where everything 
is nice, but they never want to put 
any money into it. There are hitch- 
hikers on the roads and also in 
some churches. Amen. Did.you no- 
tice that Jonah, paid his fare on 
the boat on which he sailed? I 
really like that. I can hardly stand 
for a fellow to ride on one boat 
arid-wants to support another boat. 
If he wants to support another 
boat then why doesn’t he ride on 
that boat. I have seen a few peo- 





ple in my time and thank God they 
are in the minority, who are always 
wanting to help the other boat. We 
pay for our groceries at the store 
where we get them, pay rent on the 
house in which we live, and pay our 
water bill to the company that 
furnishes us the water. I think we 
ought to pay our tithes where we 
get our spiritual food. 

I like Jonah because he was not 
ashamed of his identity. Jonah 1:9, 
“He said, Iam an Hebrew.” Are you 
ashamed of your church? Are you 
ashamed of your doctrines? Of your 
brothers and sisters in the church? 
Jonah was not ashamed to confess 
that he was an Hebrew. We should 
never be ashamed to confess before 
anyone what we believe. When 
some people are with religious peo- 
ple, they try to act religious; but 
let them get with the devil’s crowd 
and then they act like them. Peo- 
ple like that will never do much 
good in the world. If you are on 
the Lord’s side, step out boldly, and 
say so. Some of my relatives feel 
sorry for me because I am with this 
Pentecostal church. I am _ not 
ashamed of the gospel of.Christ, or 
of this Pentecostal experience. 

I like Jonah because he didn’t 
blame others for the fix he was in. 
He didn’t blame the captain, the 
boat, the weather, or God. You will 
never be a failure until you begin 
blaming others for your mistakes. 
When you start this, you are almost 
helpless. How many people blame 
others for their backslidings, fail- 
ures, and sins? Friend; don’tblame 
others if you ‘have not done the

ELL IS NOT a pleasant 
Lp fssricee to discuss. In fact, 

many pulpits remain silent 
on the subject. Others only men- 
tion it briefly, then move on to 
more pleasant thoughts. But since 
our Lord made mention of it so fre- 
quently, it behooves us to be honest 
and learn the truth. No writer of 
the Holy Scriptures spoke more 
plainly and bluntly on the fact of 
hell than did our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Listen to some of His solemn words 
in Matthew 5:29, “And if thy right 
eye offend thee, pluck it out, and 
cast it from thee: for it is profitable 
for thee that one of thy members 
should perish, and not that thy 
whole body should be cast into hell.” 
Again in Matthew 10:28, “And fear 
not them which kill the body, but 
are not able to kill the soul: but 
rather fear him which is able to 
destroy both soul and body in hell.” 
Regardless of how diligently men 
try to ignore the subject of hell 
or to twist it to please their own 
fancy, Jesus taught that it was a 
real place and should be avoided 
at all cost. Let us accept His word, 
for the Scriptures say He came 
from God. 


“Before discussing what hell is 

really like, let me make it clear 
that God gets no pleasure in any- 
one’s going there. Hell was not pre- 
pared for man. The Scriptures state 
in Matthew 25:41, “Then shall he 
say also unto them on the left hand, 
Depart from me, ye cursed, into 
everlasting fire, prepared for the 
devil and his angels.” God had the 
devil and his host in mind when 
He created this horrible place. If 
man goes there, it is an act of his 
own will. Paul, in 1 Thessalonians 
5:9, states, “For God hath not ap- 
pointed us to wrath, but to obtain 
salvation by our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
Thanks be to God, it is His will that 
we receive His salvation! 

Now, let us look into the Word 
of God for a true picture of what 
hell will be like. The Scriptures are 
our final source of authority. 


I. Hell Is a Place of 
Unanswered Prayer 
Luke 16:24 states, “And he cried, 


Father Abraham, have mercy on 
me, and send Lazarus, that he may 
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dip the tip of his finger in water, 
and cool my tongue; for I am tor- 
mented in this flame.” Here is a 
vivid picture of a man’s prayer 
from hell, but an examination of 
the narrative will reveal that his 
prayer was not answered. In verse 
24, he is seen praying for mercy 
and water. Again in verses 27 and 
28, he is seen praying for his fa- 
ther’s house, but these requests 
were also refused. My friend, now 
is the time to pray. God answers 
today; but when you are in hell, it 
will be too late to pray. 


II. Hell Is a Place of 
Eternal Separation 
Luke 16:26 says, “. . . Between us 
and you there is a great gulf fixed: 
so that they which would pass from 
hence to you cannot; neither can 
they pass to us, that would come 
from thence.” In hell you will be 
forever separated from that which 
is good. You will never again feel 
God’s presence, enjoy the fellow- 
ship of the saints, or hear gospel 
singing and Christ-centered 
preaching. You will forever be left 
to writhe in remorse and regret for 





to remember every Spirit-filled 
message that you were need, a0 





to hear, but refused to heed, an 
to remember the many opportun- 
ities that were sent your way time 
and time again. The many times 
you have attended church will 
haunt your memory in hell. No 
doubt, the prayers you have heard 
prayed in your behalf will cross 
your mind. 

This is terrible to think about, 
but it is the bare truth. The rich 
man remembered the good things 
he had received in this life; also, 
the evil that he had seen come up- 
on Lazarus. He remembered his in- 
gratitude to God for his prosperity 
and his sin of selfishness against 
his fellow man. 

There is much more that could 
be written about what hell is like. 
It would require many pages to 
cover the subject, and then there 
will be horrors there that mankind 
never thought of. According to Mat- 
thew 24:30, it will be a place of 
outer darkness. One of the plagues 
that God sent upon the Egyptians 
was a great darkness. According to 
Exodus 10:21, it was a darkness

URING OUR 75TH Anniversary year the 

“Evangel” has published several feature ar- 

ticles that either reviewed or appraised our 
past. One of the most provocative of the features has 
been a symposium on the question, “What, in your 
opinion, have been the five most decisive steps in the 
history of the Church of God?” 

The writers were not asked to name what they re- 
garded as “good” steps, “bad” steps, “popular” steps, 
“profitable” steps, but “decisive” steps—those things 
that have been instrumental in making the Church 
of God what it is today. 

All the answers represented the personal opinions 
of those who wrote, yet the writers are in a position 
to give considered and observant opinions. Each man 
spoke strictly as an individual and their answers 
have covered a wide range of significant steps by 
the Church. 

For this feature the “Evangel” contacted all past 
members of the General Executive Committee. Those 
who replied have been members of the Supreme Coun- 
cil; their connection with the Church stems back 
to its infant years. Those who submitted their con- 
siderations were: J. D. Bright, H. L. Chesser, F. W. 
Lemons, E. L. Simmons, Zeno C. Tharp, J. H. Walker, 
Paul H. Walker, R. R. Walker, and Charles W. Conn. 

We conclude this series with the “viewpoint” of one 
of our most respected beloved leaders, R. P. Johnson, 
who has served the Church in many capacities for 
many years. Brother Johnson’s services in the leader- 
ship in the Church extends back to 1927. He has been 
a member of the General Executive Committee, the 
General Board of Trustees, Supreme Council, Editorial 
and Publications Board, Missions Board, the Board of 
Education, and the old Council of Seventy. He has 
served as the Assistant General Overseer, Editor-in- 
Chief, and state overseer. Though now retired he is 
still active as much as health permits.

Briefly stated, it means: 


A. The acceptance of the New Testament as being 
the full and complete revelation of God’s perfect 
will for all mankind, highest and eternal good.

ister, and setting standards for his qualifica- 
tions and behavior. Prescribing methods for his 
support and discipline. 


. Set in operation a general governmental system, 
suited to, and from time to time amendable to, 
the needs of the church in the guidance of its 
over-all undertakings. 


C. Establish and regulate related branches or de- 
partments for specific services. 


3. BRANCHES 


The setting up of branches or departments such as 
those of Publications, Foreign Missions, Education, 
Sunday School and Youth Work are designed and 
operated for the best, most efficient, constant, co- 
operative effort of the sincere dedicated few towards 
the highest well-being of the many. In other words, 
many departments of harmonious services for satis- 
factory progress in one glorious mission. 


4, EXTENDED GOOD WILL 


By this we mean the sharing with other funda- 
mental religious groups, and more especially the true 
Pentecostals, in arranging and maintaining plans for 
the organizational fellowship towards more fruitful, 
safe, world-wide Pentecostal evangelism and related 
services, and to accomplish this without in any sense 
compromising any of the churches’ doctrines, teach- 
ings, or other known ideals; but rather allowing them 
to be seen or manifest in a broader and fuller sense 
to the convincing of both sinner and sincere Chris- 
tian that the Church of God way of life and service 
are exactly suited to their desired peace of mind and 
happiness of soul. 


5. FINANCIAL SYSTEM

ported by tithes, offerings, gifts, sales, etc., designed 
and operated towards meeting the financial need of 
the churches’ entire organizational undertakings, and 
those of active disabled and retired ministers.

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There Is a Lad Here

N JOHN 6:9, we find five lit- 

tle words, “There is a lad 

here.” Around these words I 
would like to draw us near to the 
Master. When some think of youth 
they think automatically of ideals, 
air castles, idols, zeal without 
knowledge, ambition without hesi- 
tation, and a score of other —— 
that are not always necessarily 
true. 

Nevertheless, these things are as- 
sociated with the acts and deeds 
of our youth today. I appreciate 
youth and I dare say most people 
do. I can often hear the older folks 
say, “If I were young again.” 
Whether or not we admit it, we all 
appreciate youth. I appreciate the 
words of Johann Wolfgang von 
Goethe, “The destiny of any nation 
at any given time depends on the 
opinion of it’s youth under five 
and twenty (25).” When a war is 
declared and men are needed to 
fight, Uncle Sam begins to send 
his personal greetings to young 
men between the ages of eighteen 
and twenty-six. I think the most 
probable reason is strength, but a 
youth’s mind can also be molded 
into the type of trained man that 
he wants. 

If we will find and place our 
youth in our church today, we will 
automatically have the right kind 
of church tomorrow. Their place 
will be to train, to discipline, to 
hold gt neg | standards 
which will make a full grown sol- 
dier for Christ. J. Edgar Hoover 
said, “The cure of crime is not the 
electric chair, but the high chair.” 
This will also apply to our youth 
today. If we train young people 
in the principles, doctrines and 
practices of the church, they will 
remain scholars for true doctrines 
of salvation. 

Jeremy Taylor said, “A man is 
first startled by sin; then it be- 
comes “oz then easy, then de- 
lightful, then frequent, then ha- 
bitual, then confirmed. Then man 
is impenitent, then obstinate, and 
-then he is damned.” 

- In our lesson text we find Jesus 
and his disciples near Bethsaida, 
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where Philip had spent his youth. 
Also with Jesus there was a mul- 
titude of people who had listened 
to him intently for three days. 
They had started toward Jerusalem 


for the passover feast, and the pro- 
vender that they had begun with 
had now depleted itself with the 
daily meals. 

The people were tired because of 
their journey, but not because of 
hearing the Master tell them the 
wonderful things of His Father. 
The disciples approached Jesus 
with the cares of life with con- 
cern and said, “Send the people 
away that they may go into the 
city and buy food and feed their 
families.” Jesus made a startling 
statement to which they were not 
accustomed, “Give ye them to eat.” 
Then the reasons and excuses be- 
gan to flow, “not enough money,” 
“not enough time,” “not enough en- 
ergy.” Has this ever —— to 
you or your church when the 
youth so desperately needed help. 
Has someone just passed it off b 
saying, “We don’t have enoug 
money, not enough of this, not 
enough of that.” Then, if we would

A hungry person is a wandering 
person, but one that is well fed 
feels content for a season. If our 
youth are fed on spiritual things 
more and made content by them, 
we would have much less wonder- 
ing about other satisfactions of 
life. It is expedient that our youth 
have wholesome recreation, but 
they are to be filled with God’s 
love if we are to keep them, for 
they can find recreation outside 
of the church if that’s all we can 
offer them. And I am so glad we 
have more than just that to offer. 

Jesus always needs human in- 
strumentality to work through; 
therefore, he needed material to 
work with, “For he knew what he 
would do.” A lad had a little lunch 
and perhaps thought to divide with 
the teacher. This was exactly what 
Jesus needed, a person that was 
willing to give what he had to the 
Master. He asked Andrew to bring 
— youth to him with what he 

ad. 


THE YOUTH CALLED 


Here is a young lad with two 
small fishes and five flapjacks or 
medium sized pancakes made of 
barley meal, which was meager 
fare. This was all that the lad 
could offer for this was all that he 
possessed. The most important 
thing is that he had what the Mas- 
ter needed and was called upon to 
give this to Jesus which he gladly 
did. The Lord calls upon us ac- 
cording to our ability and the need 
at that particular instance. 

There are several cases in the 
Bible where God called upon the 
youth to do great exploits and feats 
for him. I think Samuel is a very 
good example of our youth in ac- 
tion. After he was weaned he was 
carried to the temple or church and 
dedicated to the service of God. He 
was put to work for the Lord and 
the pastor, lighting the lamps of 
the temple. We read in 1 Samuel 
3:10, how that God spoke to him, 
“And the Lord came, and stood, 
and called as at other times, Sam- 
uel, Samuel. Then Samuel an- 
swered, Speak; for thy rervan’' 











heareth.” Now Samuel had been in- 
structed to lay down after he had 
heard the voice, and when the 
voice spoke again to answer the 
Lord in the term that we have 
just quoted. When God had the 
attention of Samuel he told him 
that all the ears of Israel would 
tingle because of him. So at the 
age of eight a small lad who was 
close enough to hear his Master’s 
voice was called while busy in 
God’s house. 

There was another young man 
anointed by the prophet Samuel 
that is very worthy of our atten- 
tion and he is none other than 
David. Now his brothers were la 
er and stronger than he and maybe 
even more powerful, but David was 
the fearless lad whom God needed. 

I can almost see those fine, pow- 
erful and young position-minded 
brothers of David as they sat wait- 
ing for Samuel that day. They were 
expecting the preacher to visit 
them, so when he came they lined 
up for the prophet to have a look- 
see. First was big, husky Eliab, 
whose name meant, “God is Fa- 
ther.” Samuel thought, “I believe 
this must be the fellow.” But the 
Lord said, “No, he won’t do.” No one 
can take your place, it can’t be 
peopery filled a anyone but you. 

Then another brother of David’s 
passed before Samuel, whose name 
was Abinadab. Now his name 
meant “father of generosity.” If 
you give your body to be burned 
and have not love enough to be 
where God wants you it will pro- 
fit you nothing. And so this man 
was not the one for the job. 


The next to pass before him was 
a man of valor who had no doubt 
fought many wars. His name was 
Shammah and his name meant 
“desolation.” Samuel, no doubt, 
thought now this is the last (after 
all seven had passed before him) 
and surely this is the man, but 
the Lord said, you’ve not found the 
right one yet. He had not located 
the lad that God wanted. So he said, 
“Do you have another son?” “Why 
yes,” said Jesse, “but he is just a 
shepherd out in the field.” Then 
little David came in after being 
sent for. The brothers may have 
grinned a little and maybe snick- 
ered, but little did it matter for 
this was exactly the lad that his 
heavenly Father had need of. 
Therefore in 1 Sam. 16:13, “Then 
Samuel took the horn of oil, and 
anointed him in the midst of his 
brethren: and the Spirit of the 
Lord came upon David from that 
day forward.” 

God still calls today as he did 
the day He called for the little boy 
with the five loaves and two fishes. 
He wants us to be missionaries, 
youth workers, altar workers, 
prayer-warriors and to live good 
Christian lives. As the lad came 
forward with the loaves and fishes, 


literally thousands watched to see 
what Jesus would do with what 
the lad had. Before we notice what 
Jesus did, let us see the lad and 
what he had been doing. 

It could have been that the other 
children were having a good time 
playing; some were, no doubt, 
asleep, but not this boy. He had sat 
and listened to the great teacher; 
he had watched him heal the sick 
and make men and women well. 


THE YOUTH TRAINED 


The lad may never have been 
called if he had not been watching 
and listening so closely. He learned 
many things that day. Some of the 
things he may have learned were 
all about heaven and how to enter 
the kingdom. He may have learned 
about hell and how to avoid that 
place, or of the Father’s great love 
for fallen man. Regardless of what 
he heard, it was good. If more of 
our youth today would come near 
enough to Christ and listen, they 
too could hear that voice calling 
for them to a job that is designed 
just for them. 

Uncle Sam would not send you in 
a jet to fly without training. We 
must have training in Bible schools, 
Sunday schools, Y.P.E.’s, etc. For we 
can not do a job well without some 
kind of training. Therefore there 
must be more training, more teach- 
ing, more presenting of Christ, and 
less presenting of man. There must 
be more interest in the spiritual 
welfare of our youth today. We 
will not gain them by compromise 
but we will win them by a standard, 
the standard of salvation and 
of the gospel. Anything other than 
these will end in hopeless defeat. 

Preacher Solomon once said, 
(Prov. 22:6) “Train up a child in 
the way he should go: and when 
he is old, he will not depart from 
it.” We cannot do this in some ig- 
nominious, haphazard way, but 
with a goal for our youth to reach. 
We must teach them the principles 
of salvation, the necessity of pre- 
vailing pares a life of consecra- 
tion and dedication unto God. 

J. Russel Smith said, “The fairest 
flower in the garden of creation is 
a young mind offering and un- 
folding itself to the influence of 
divine wisdom, as a flower turns 
it’s face toward the sun.” But how! 
HOW! how? This is the question. 
I think Paul the Apostle will give 
us the answer;. let’s listen to what 
he said to Timothy. “Let no man 
despise thy youth (let no man des- 
ens you because you are young); 

ut be thou an example of the be- 
lievers, in word, in conversation, 
in charity, in spirit, in faith, in 
purity” (1 Timothy 4:12). We the 
youth, are to be the example. In 
word, our lives are to be so that 
we can be trusted by man and 
God. In conversation, we should be 
above reproach. We certainly can- 


not be an example by trying to be 
like the world. We must, therefore, 
be such an example that the world 
will want to be like us. 


THE YOUTH VICTORIOUS 


Acquisition, prosperity, . exulta- 
tion, proficient, champion, or vic- 
tory; however, you would like to 
say it, could mean the same in the 
mind of the young warrior of the 
cross. The greatest problem (for 
some) is to determine whether to 
be victorious in the sight of others 
or in the sight of God. 

Among the best examples would 
be Daniel. He was a young man 
with many friends, but he had 
boldness to say to ‘prosperity of 
worldly acclamation .“no,”’ just 
simply, yet firmly, “no.” it, was a 
pe to pay, yet he startled the 

ing with, “I will not defile my- 
self.” What a price to pay, yet you 
get just what you pay for and so 

d Daniel. While the king paced 
the palace floor God delivered Dan- 
iel from the mouth of the lion. To 
think and to know that the God 
that paints the peach and the.lily, 
molds the pearl, arches the rain- 
bow, studs the starry sky, robes the 
mountains in mist, sits upon the 
circle of the earth, has heaven as 
His throne and earth as His foot- 
stool, who formed the oceans in 
the palm of His hand, gave light to 
darkness, created man who is so 
wonderfully made and the splen- 
dors of the heavens to sing the 
praises of God, would stoop to stop 
the mouths of lions for a mere 
human. ... Yet this is what He 
did. Yes, he got more than that 
for which he paid. The main thing 
that comes from this story to me 
is that the king made a decree 
that all must worship the God of 
Daniel. 

The word victory itself has a pe- 
culiar meaning among the Chris- 
tians. The age old adage, “Do you 
still have the victory,” is a common 
one. Some base their answer on 
feeling, but there are times when 
we must walk by faith, not by feel- 
ing. Still others base their answer 
on the assurance that they have 
been in the heat and heart of the 
battle and have come forth, even 
though battle-scarred and weary, 
victorious. There can be no victory 
unless there has been: a_ battle. 
There can be no shouting except 
that the enemy has been defeated. 

True, the lad had little, but what 
he had fed thousands because it 
was placed into the hands of our 
Lord, Certainly this: was a victory 
for Christ, through. a.lad. 

The key to victory for all youth 
is to remember;-“For thus saith 
the high and lofty One that in- 
habiteth eternity, whose name is 
Holy; I dwell in the high and 
ah place, with him also that is 
of a contrite and humble spirit” 
(Isaiah 57:15).

BLESSED LIGHT, CRUEL DARKNESS

ENERATION AFTER gener- 

ation has waited and died 

before someone came to 
show them the way. Now, aft- 
er these hundreds of years, mil- 
lions are still waiting. Yet no gospel 
light has come to them. How much 
longer will God bear with us and 
our nation while we continue to 
have so much and give so little 
to get the gospel to the dark places 
of the earth? Why didn’t our fore- 
fathers take the gospel to them? 
I do not have the answer, but we 
shall not have to answer for our 
forefathers and the past genera- 
tions; we will surely have to an- 
swer to God for this, our genera- 
tion. It is true that we are not jus- 
tified by our works, but we shall 
be judged by our works. 

We, today, can evangelize the 
world, the whole world, in one 
generation. We have the men, the 
means, the methods, the money, 
and the machines to get the gospel 
to every creature in every nation 
on earth. God has placed these fa- 
cilities at our disposal: the radio, 
printing press, tape recorder, 
phonograph, and film. All of these 
are tried and proved tools for ef- 
fective evangelism that can and 
will be used by men and women 
who cannot preach or who are 
not even called to preach. 

Let us take the printed page for 
an example. For every fourteen 
cents we invest in literature, a 
heathen soul is saved. For every 
dollar we invest in literature, we 
reach a thousand people. An aver- 
age of five persons read each 
piece of literature we distribute 
among the heathen. In one in- 
stance alone the conversion of 
more than a score of souls can 
be traced to a tract which was 
thrown from an automobile win- 
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dow in Mexico. 

God help us to see the need of 
sacrifice to put these tools in the 
hands of people who will use them. 
We have trained young people of 
our nation and native sons of the 
foreign soil who are willing to take 
these tools and go to work for God 
with them. 

TO GET the gospel to 
the world in our lifetime, we must 
give of our time, talent, and treas- 
ure. A constant battle against sin 
calls for repeated sacrifices. At the 
best we can do, millions will die 
before we can get around to them. 
We must hurry with a great sense 
of urgency! Let it not matter who 
speaks against us or our work for 
Jesus said, “Go ... preach ... 
teach.” 

If we cannot go, let us send or 
help to send someone in our place. 
If you give a week’s wages, you 
have given a week of your life and 
in so doing you are making two of 
yourself, for the money you give 
will release someone from the re- 
sponsibility of making a livelihood 
to go preach in your stead. Men on 
the other side of the world will be 
preaching for you while you sleep. 
You will be working for God day 
and night! 

Let us not be content to talk 
of the second blessing or His second 
coming while a thousand million 
have never heard of the first bless- 
ing or His first coming. The heath- 
en are awakening. They are learn- 
ing to read at the rate of one 
million persons per week, and they 
read and believe the first thing 
that falls into their hands. He who 
gets to them first with the printed 
page will be the victor. 

The Communists are spending 
$1,400,000 every twenty-four hours, 
the equivalent of $10 worth of liter- 


ature for every person who learns 
how to read. Think of it! Ap- 
proximately $10 worth of ungodly 
literature which blasphemes our 
God! We must not, we dare not, 
stand idly by while the evil forces 
of Communism take captive with 
their ungodly literature the souls 
and minds of those who have never 
heard the gospel. If we do, it will 
be eternally too late for millions. 
Not only will the heathen be de- 
prived of hearing the gospel if we 
fail, but they will be converted to 
Communism and become enemies 
of the gospel. They will become 
effective soldiers of the godless and 
could be marshalled to fight 
against our own sons and daughters 
on American soil. 

While we drive our air-condi- 
tioned, push-button automobiles, 
and sit in our beautiful, comfort- 
able homes, and glory in our mod- 
ern-day gadgets, forces who do not 
believe in an eternal hell or heaven 
are sacrificing limb and life in 
all-out efforts to bring the masses 
to their way of thinking. 

Let us not be content with our 
glorified church buildings while we 
give our meager offerings for mis- 
sions (sometimes mere token of- 
ferings—a very small percent of 
our total earnings). There are men 
who are dedicated unto death and 
who will make any sacrifice for 
what they believe. Let us be willing 
to do the same. 

While we are sending a few mis- 
sionaries, the godless are sending 
many revolutionaries who 
are trained at the people’s expense. 
Let us do our best to see that the 
young men and women who are 
eager to carry the gospel have the 
privilege to reach and teach the 
heathen. Give God a chance and 
the whole world, every creature, 





























will have a chance to believe. 

Paul said, “I am a debtor to the 
Jew, the Greek, and the bar- 
barian” (the enlightened and those 
who sat in darkness); then he 
said, “I am ready to preach to 
both” (pay that debt). Shall we 
do less? Are there just a few who 
are indebted to preach or send? 
No, it is every Christian’s re- 
sponsibility to preach or send a 
substitute to preach the gospel unto 
all nations. 

Oh, let me entreat you blood- 
bought fellow Christians to do your 
best for God and His gospel. Toil 
on, pray on, sacrifice, and do your 
part, for he that reapeth receiveth 
wages. One billion, four hundred 
million who have never heard are 
dependent upon you. Let us get 
the uttermost gospel to the outer- 
most heathen. 

God always rewards obedience. 
You will be blessed spiritually, 
physically, mentally, and financial- 


ly, for the Light that came to 
lighten the gentiles, Jesus Christ, 
has said, “Give and it shall be given 
to you, pressed down, heaped up, 
running over.” When God calls His 
children home not only shall we 
receive the welcome but also we 
shall hear the millions say, “You 
made it possible for us to have the 
light. We were delivered from the 
cruelty of spirtual darkness. By the 
light you gave, we found the way, 
and your Jesus has become ours.” 

“But if our gospel be hid, it is 
hid to them who are lost” (2 Corin- 
thians 4:3). But why is the gos- 
pel hid? Why are they lost? Could 
it be that we have not told them? 
Could it be that we have hid the 
gospel light from them and hid it 
under a bushel? Of course, to some 
it is hidden because they have 
heard and did not believe. Most 
of these are found in the gospel- 
hardened, civilized countries, but 
countless millions who have never 


heard are still in heathen darkness. 

The supreme task for the church 
—you and me—is to see that every- 
one has the chance to hear at least 
once. Does anyone have a right to 
hear the gospel twice until everyone 
has had a chance to hear it once? 
Listen to the words that came from 
the Master’s lips, Every creature, 
all nations, all the world, the region 
beyond, next towns, other sheep. 
“As thou hast sent me into the 
world even so have I also sent them 
into the world.” 

IT IS ONE thing, how- 
ever, to be sent and entirely anoth- 
er thing to go after having been 
sent. We are all sent, but we are 
called to go or send. Let us place 
ourselves on the altar of service 
and sacrifice, consistently pray and 
give, and we shall have done our 
part to carry out the great com- 
mission—“Go ye into all the world” 
and so take the blessed light into 
cruel darkness.

Communists Film Drunk 
U.S. Sailors in Japan 


ATSUGI NAVAL AIR STATION, 
Japan (EP)—U.S. Navy Capt. J. A. 
Masterson has clapped strick liq- 
uor controls and curfews on his 
men here because he says Japa- 
nese Reds have been shooting pic- 
tures of them in drunken brawls 
for propaganda showings abroad. 

An estimated 6,000 sailors and 
marines were hit by the curbs. 
Some said morale among the serv- 
icemen sank low and tempers were 
raised because of the restrictions. 
But Masterson said he was “fed up” 
with alleged excessive public 
drunkenness, a zooming rate of 
venereal disease and bloody bar- 
room brawls involving U.S. sailors, 
marines and Japanese hoodlums. 
The Navy Captain said the curfew 
has cut venereal disease 40 per 
cent. He said he took the action 
because local Japanese police re- 
fused to enforce anti-prostitution 
and liquor laws. He said also that 
the Japanese police chief has since 
“applauded” Masterson’s decision 
to clamp down on military person- 
nel on his own. 


Nehru Would Jail Religious, 
Communal Agitators 


NEW DELHI, India (EP)—Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru has 
asked the Indian parliament for 
powers to make religious and com- 
munal agitation a crime punish- 
able by three years’ imprisonment. 

During the past year, riots and 
bloodshed have resulted several 
times from the use of religious 
slogans and political epithets, Neh- 
ru pointed out. He said he only 
wanted to prevent further unrest 
among the people. 

He also appealed for an amend- 
ment of the country’s election laws 
to prohibit electioneering on a 
platform of religion, race, caste, 
community or language. If this 
recommendation is passed, it would 
mean that any candidate in the 

eneral election next winter who 
ans enmity or hatred on these 
grounds would be liable to impri- 
sonment for three years. 


Pilate’s Name Found on 
Israel Rock 


JERUSALEM (EP)—The name of 
Pontius Pilate has been found in- 
scribed on a stone along the Medi- 
terranean coast of Israel. 

Prof. Antonio Frava, director of 
the Antiquities Dept. of Northern 
Italy, made the announcement, 
stating that this is the first time 
archaeological evidence has been 
found of the Roman procurator of 
Judea who ordered the crucifixion 
of Christ. Heretofore, his name has 
only been known through the Gos- 
pels and the writings of the Jewish 
historian, Flavius Josephus. 


Russ Court Convicts Four 
Pentecostal Leaders 

MOSCOW (EP)—A court in Che- 
lyabinsk, in Russia’s Ural Moun- 
tain region, has convicted four 
Russian-born Pentecostal laymen 
of spreading teachings and en- 
gaging in activities “of a character 
hostal to humanity.” 

Moscow Radio reported the in- 
cident, naming the men as Wil- 
helm Frieden, Johannes Buller, 
Erich Schilling and Heinrick Dick. 

Witnesses reportedly told the 
court that infectious diseases were 
spread among followers of the Pen- 
tecostalists as a result of their re- 
ligious practices. 

An alleged medical expert stated 
that he had investiga numerous 
cases of mental diseases caused by 
the “religious fanaticism” of the 
group. . 

During the trial, the station said, 
the court ordered the children of 
the accused men to be removed 
from parental control and handed 
over to state educational authorities 
for “retraining.” 


CD Studies Jehovah's 
Witnesses’ Mass Feeding Plan 


MILWAUKEE (EP)—Civil De- 
fense officials believe the mass 
feeding techniques developed by 
the Jehovah’s itnesses are the 
key to feeding survivors of a nu- 
clear attack. 

At an international meeting here 
in mid August, the Jehovah’s Wit- 





nesses fed more than 30,000 dele- 
gates daily. 

Not only is the gigantic opera- 
tion studied by civil defense per- 
sonnel, but the Witnesses them- 
selves regard it as their own per- 
sonal civil defense training. A 
spokesman said they look for a 
cataclysmic end to society as it 
now exists within the next genera- 
tion. Those who survive, the Wit- 
ness said (including all adherents 
of the J.W. faith) will live as one 
great family. They are training 
themselves to provide for that 
amily. 


Last Six-Month Crime Rate 
Termed “Appalling” 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP)—FBI 
Chief J. Edgar Hoover says crime 
is on the increase—up seven per 
cent in the last six months com- 
pared with 1960. 

The statistics were collected from 
police departments in cities of 
more than 25,000 population. How- 
ever, in recent years the crime rate 
has been increasing even more 
rapidly in rural areas and small 
towns than in major cities. 

Only category of crime in which 
a reduction from the 1960 rate was 
achieved was in forcible rape 
which declined one per cent, Mr. 
Hoover said. 

Murders increased three per 
cent; aggravated assaults, one per- 
cent; auto theft, six per cent; 
grand larceny, eight per cent; bur- 
glaries, eight per cent; and armed 
robbery, three per cent. 

Mr. Hoover said, hopefully, that 
while the crime rate continues to 
increase, the rate at which it is 
increasing is now slowing down af- 
pow A a year and a half of rampant 
gain. 


Religion Best Forecaster of 
Family Size 

PRINCETON, N. J. (EP)—Prince- 
ton researchers have discovered 
that religion provides a better fore- 
cast than economic class or status 
in determining how many children 
a eg American couple desire 
to have. 

Sociologist Dr. Philip G. Sagi of 
the University’s Office of Popula- 
tion Research says a recent survey 
discloses that family size depends 
more on a couple’s religion and 
even more on just how religious 
the couple are. 3 

“Very religious Catholics want 
four or five children ... Jews 
want no more than two children 
. . . Protestants want three. In 
general, you can say Americans 
want two to four children... 
and there’s no appreciable differ- 
ence between the size of rural and 
urban families.”
